U of M Alumni Offer 
Proposal For Grants 



VANCOUVER — ( CUP) — 
Every student at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia is 
beuifir telephoned this week 
by one of the members of 
the Student Council. 

They i will be asked to parti- 
cipate ; in a letter campaign 
initiated earlier this month. Stu- 
dents! have been requested to 
write ' to their members of the 
provincial assembly in protest 
against a possible Ice raise. 

In a poll conducted by the 
Ubijsscu. the university news- 
paper, it was found that more 
than H0% of students ques- 
tioned had not yet written their 
MLA's about the proposed fee 
hike, and more than half did not 
know who their member was. 

A special "Constituents" 
meeting is being held today in 
addition to separate meetings 
for students from each riding. 
Three students from each cons- 
tituency are to be elected to 
go to Victoria, the provincial 
capital, and meet with their re- 
presentative if necessary. 

The. possibility of a fee raise 
arose when the university ad- 
ministration submitted, its bud- 
get estimate to the provincial 
government. If the assembly does 
not approve the grant requested 
fees will have to be increased. 

The fees at UBC are at pre- 
sent $21G per year in arts and 
science and $290 for engineering.

Asian Democrac y Explained 

Indonesian Envoy 




Whet looks to the West like 
Communist-style-muzzling of de- 
mocracy in newly independent 
states is really a desperate fight 
to save them, according to L. N. 
- Palar, Indonesian ambassador in 
Ottawa. 

Speaking yesterday in the Union, 
he stated that a 45-mcmber con- 
trol board in his country to ad- 
. vise the cabinet and freely-elect- 
• ed assembly. Is necessary to 
guide inexperienced legislators 
away from moves that would 
weaken the democracy. , 

His speech, sponsored by the 
UN Club and the new Indonesian 
Students' Association, criticized 
Western governments which re- 
gard errors' of young countries 
such as -Indonesia as moves tow- 
ards Communism, , 

UNCONDITIONAL AID 
Any Western economic aid 
must be unconditional, he said, 
■s' Southeast Asia is at present 
under conditions which make a 
democratic government difficult 
■ to operate. 

Questioned about the recent civ- 
il war ia Indonesia, Mr. Pabr 




said that although rebels fought 
Uie government for various cau- 
ses, Indonesia itself is a better 
cause. 

He pointed out the paradox of 
a people to break by ' violence 
from its colonial rulers, none- 
theless adopting the governmen- 
tal traditions of those rulers. The 
Indonesian parliament is not sim- 
ilar to Communist democracy, 
where one party is supreme, be- 
cause it contains many parties. 

FOLLOW CHINA 

However many of the younger 
politicians, using the example of 
China, might decide to try to 
advance 'their country's economic 
progress more swiftly by using 
certain Communist methods, said 
Mr. Polar, it is the job of the 
controlling board to preserve their 
democracy in spile of such pro- 
positions.

Finance Mi- 
nister Donald Fleming and T.H. 
Matthews, executive secretary of 
the NCCU and former Registrar 
of McGill, are expected to par- 
ticipate in the discussions. 

The NCCU now has $13,209,- 
400.57 in trust for the six uni- 
versities and three colleges in 
the province from the Federal 
government. About $5,000,000 of 
this is Intended for the Unlvcr- 
sity of Montreal. 

This move of the Alumni As- 
sociation has been made to fo- 
restall an attempt by another 
group to get the money into 
Quebec. . 

TORY PLAN 

A plan, said to have been pro- 
posed by Quebec Conservative 
M.P.s would have called for the 
transfer of Federal grants from 
NCCU to the Council of Educa- 
tion of Quebec. - 

A draft agreement, drawn up 
by a Montreal lawyer, has been 
circulated', locally and at least 
one federal cabinet minister was 
approached by supporters of the 
plan. However the proposal did 
not reach the discussion level 
between representatives of the 
NCCU, the Canada Council or 
either government. 

The Alumni Association de'- 
clared that they were rcadv to 
resist it if it went further "and 
then put forward their counter- 
proposal that they should assu- 
me trust of the funds. 

ThcTattempt is one of several 
tentative schemes to get the fe- 
deral education funds Into Que- 
bee, all of which have failed. 

Quebec universities have re- 
turned federal cheques, with .the 
exception of research grants 
f-o™ r"oncles such as the Na- 
t ! on.»!

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Universities Must Lead 

When Plato founded bis Academy, tbe first of n long line 
of distinguished centres of learning, one ideal was pre-emi- 
nent in bis mind — to train men to think intelligently. Now 
although the world has undergone many changes, and al- 
though our universities are vastly different from the Aca- 
demy in ancient Athens, their essential raison d'être re- 
mains the same — to provide society with the only means 
of progress, intelligent leadership. 

How does the university supply this leadership? At its 
disposal are men and materials, usually possessing higher 
nuaUficritiohs than those in the world surrounding its walls. 
Bv bringing the minds of the young into contact with them, 
it* is instrumental in increasing their knowledge of them- 
Mîlvcs »f society, and of the particular branch or learning 
which' appeals to them. Thus tbe educational process is 
ethical and moral as well as practical and scientific; it is 
a truly liberalizing experience. 

The university recognizes the importance of student-to- 
student relations' upon the ultiWinte educational process. 
Campus life is a preview, as it kvere, of tbe life that its 
students are about to enter upo n But, of course, it is an 
ideal situation. Here we find thei common meeting ground 
for all races, all classes, all erefads; it is part ot tbe libe- 
ralizing experience; and it offers training in leadership. 

As a leader, the university must be critical — critical 
• of itself, of its members, and of society. It must challenge 
the basis of thought and action, and instruct its members 
in that process. It must act as éternal leaven in the bread 
that is the world in which we li ,c. But its criticism must 
be constructive; society can. see) pis own faults, but it has 
not always the power to erase or correct them. 

To the masses without its wijlls, the university's chal- 
lenge will sometimes appear radical, sometimes even reac- 
tionary. But if it is to perform its task, it must be accorded 

id even to experiment with

society, and train its leaders, itmiist always remain in close 
contact with that society, and walk, albeit with head in tbe 
clouds, with its feet firmly on the ground. 

In a word. Hie university stands for leadership in so- 
cicty. It must make a supreme effort so to train intelligent 
leaders that the catastrophes of these modern times will 
ultimately be no more. Once the university ceases to per- 
form that primary function, it becomes a parasite of so- 
ciety: when it reaches that stage, it were better to close 
its doors. 

About Worry 

There is no use saying to the worrying type "don't 
worry", or in giving him some tidbit to overcome his pre- 
sent feeling of depression. A pill to tranquilize anxiety 
feeling accomplishes nothing permanent 

The solution of the worry problem 'can be easily stated: 
if you can fix it, why worry? if you can't fix it, what's the 
use of worrying.' This was put into striking words by Dr. 
Reinhold Niehbur, Professor at the Union Theological Se- 
minary: "The serenity to a -cept the things I cannot chan 
ge; the courage to change ti e things 1 can; and the wisdom 
to know tbe difference " 

The needed serenity, courage and wisdom cannot rest 
on will power alone, but must have, a basis of facts. Into 
which class docs a problem fall? Should it be accepted or 
solved? 

One philosopher suggests that we consider seriously and 
deliberately what is the very worst thing that could possi- 
bly happen. Then, having loolted this possible misfortune 
in the face, "give yourself sound reasons for thinking after 
all it would lie no such terrible disaster." At worst, we can 
be no more badly off than Oliver Twist, wholly at a loss 
to think of any way of ; overcoming his difficulties. He. 
writes Dickens, "changed his little bundle over to the other 
shoulder and trudged on."

I don't like to nppcar cynical 
over an issue as vital to the 
essence o( democracy as the 
rights of the individual in our 
courts of law, hut I think that 
several points should be em- 
phasized in connection with the 
Roncarelli case. 

. Mr. Roncarelli has to date, hud 
to wait eleven years for his legal 
victory; but even now, Mr. Du- 
plcssis has recourse to the Privy 
Council. How long the delibera- 
tions of this august body will 
lake is anyone's guess — but 
how many of us could afford 
even eleven years of waiting for 
a decision involving thousands of 
dollars? 

RATHER HIGH FEES 
The court costs in this case 
have been estimated at close to 
50,000 dollars; and I presume 
this doesn't include the legal 
fee, that with a lawyer of Pro- 
fessor Scott's reputation, is not 
likely to be negligible The rnurt 
costs will, of course, be paid by 
Mr. Duplcssis, hut what if Ron- 
carelli had lost?, 
. With these facts in mind, I 
submit that this case" Is a signi- 
ficant example, not of the Kill* 
of Law. but rather a demonstra- 
tion of the availability of legal 
recourse for those who have suf- 
ficient financial backing — and 
consequently. ' beyond the reach 
of any but the wealthiest citizens.

"Road to Survival" (1948), has 
the following passage describing 
the thoughts of Ramsey, a "Cow 
College" principal in a N.S. town: 
"Germany had organized the 
greatest system of slave labor 
(besides the Soviet Union). Few 
people, Ramsey knew, realized 
that this slavery was not yet at 
an end. The major part of his 
taxes was helping to pay for the 
war and its aftermath. With luck 
ho would have thirty years more 
of work nhead of him. If the 
national, debt were ever to be 
paid, if there were not to be 
repudiation or disastrous infla 
tion, he knew there could not 
be much hope that his tax load 
would be reduced.
